Command in Pensacola, Florida as an entry-level student, where
he served for 2 years and earned the rank of first lieutenant
in 2007; he was then assigned to the Heavy Marine Helicopter
Training-302 squadron, Marine Aircraft Group-29, as a student
pilot in Jacksonville, North Carolina; he later reported for
duty with MAG-24, 1st Marine Aircraft Wing, in Kaneohe Bay,
Hawaii, as a Basic CH-53 pilot; he was later promoted to the
rank of captain; in October of 2009, he was transferred to
Marine Heavy Helicopter Squadron-363, Marine Aircraft
Group-24, 1lst MAW, Kaneohe Bay, Hawaii, where he remained until

his passing; and
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WHEREAS, Capt. Nathan McHone was the recipient of 2 Air
Medals, the ©Navy and Marine Corps Achievement Medal, the
National Defense Service Medal, the Afghanistan Campaign
Medal, the Global War on Terrorism Service Medal, and the NATO

Medal for his meritorious service; and
